OWN INTERESTS TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXAMINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICA- 
TIONS TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FTNAU

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended 
by the Services Selection Board will be medicnllv examined 
by a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not 
declared fit bv the Medical Board will not be admitted to the 
Academy.

Candidates for the Army are advised in their own interest, 
that if their vision docs not come up to the standard they 
mint bring with them their collecting glasses if and when 
calEd up for Services Selection Board Tnlerv'ew/Mcdical 
Examination. 

1. To be declared fit for admission lo the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
(he efficient performance of duty. 

2. Tt will, however, be ensured that ; — 

fa) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
development, serious malformation or obesity; 

(b) there is no maldevclopment or impairment of func- 
tion of the bones or joints; 

Note : A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib in 
whom there is no signs and symptoms referable to 
the cervical rib may be considered fit. However, 
the defect is to be recorded as a minor disability in 
the medical hoard p-ocerdings. 

fc) there is no impediment of speech. 

fd) there is no malformation of the head, deformity 
from fractive or diptvssion of the hones of the 
skull : 

(e) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or 
disease in either car, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative otitis-media or evidence of radical or 
modified i ndie T mastoid operation. 

Notf : A somidlv'Jie'aled perforation without nnv impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without im- 
pairment of hearing should not he a bar to accep- 
tance of a candidate for the Arrnv. 

(() there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the 
nose of nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx 
and accessory sinuses; 

Note fi) A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of 
the nasal septum will not be a cause for outright 
reiecticn and speh cases would be referred to the 
adviser in Otology. 

Notf (ii) Diagnostic antrum puncture to confirm Maxillary 
Sinusitis should he resorted to nnlv in ancoal cases 
and not ns a routine in the initial examination when 
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a radiological examination if indicated, should be 
adequate. 

(g) theie are no enlarged glands due to tubercular or 
due to other disease in the neck and other parts of 
the btxly and that the thyroid gland is normal. 

Note : Scars of operations for the removal of tuberculous 
glands are not a cause for rejection pi ovided that 
there has been no active disease within the preced- 
ing five years and the chest is clinically and radio- 
loglcally clear. 
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(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications 
and sequelae. 

Note ; Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 
entry, No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clea-riy understood by the candi- 
dates that the decision whether an operation is 
desirable or necessary is one to be made by their 
private medical advisei. The Government will 
accept no liability regarding the result of operation 
on any expense Incurred. 


(h) there is no disease of the throat palate tonsils or 
gums or disease or injury affecting the normal 
function of either mandibular joints; 

Note ; Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if thcro is no 
history of attacks of tinsillities is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heait and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 


3. Standards for Height. Weight and chest measurements. 

(a) Height — (i) The height of candidates will be 
measuied by making him stand against the standard with 
his feet together. The weight should be thiown on the 
heels and not on the toes or outer sides of the feet. He 
will stand erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, 
buttocks and shoulders touching the standard; the chin will 
he depressed to bring the vertex of the head level" under the 
horizontal bar; and the height will be recorded in centi- 
metres; decimal fraction lower than 0 5 centimetre will be 
ignored, 0.5 centimetre will be recorded as such, 0.6 centi- 
metre and above will be recorded as one. 


(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including nnv abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; and theie is no abdominal tenderness or 
palpation; 

0) Inguinal hernia (unopeiated) or tendency thereto 
will be a cause for rejection; 

NoTP ; In the case of candidates who havo been operated 
for hernia, they may be declared fit provided — 

(i) one year has elapsed since the operation (docu- 
mentary proof is to be furnished by the candi- 
date); 

(ii) general tone of the abdominal musculature is 
good; and 

(iii) there has been no recurrence of the hernia or 
complication connected with the operation. 

(m) there is no hydrocele or definite vencocele or any 
other disease of defect of the genital organs. 

Note ; — (i) A candidate who has been operated for a 
hydrocele, will be accepted if there are no 
abnormalities of the cord and testicle and there 
is no evidence of filariasis; 

(ii) Undescended intra-abdominal testicle on the 
one side should not be a bar to acceptance ot 
candidates for commissioning in the Armed 
Forces provided the other testicle is normal 
and there is no untoward physical or psycho- 
logical effect dire to the anomaly. Undescended 
testis retained in the inguinal canal or at the 
external abdominal ring is, however, a bar to 
acceptance unless corrected by operation. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. All cases ot 
Glycosuria and Albuminuria will be rejected. 

(p) there is disease of the skin, unless temporary or 
trivial. Scars which by their extent or position 'cause 
or are likely to cause disability or marked disfigure- 
ment are a cause for rejection. 

(q) there is no active latent or congenital venereal di- 
sease; 

(r) there is no historv or evidence of mental disease of 
the candidate or his family. Candidates suffering 
from epilensy, incontinence of urine or enuresis will 
not be accepted. 

(s) there is no squint O’- morbid condition of the eye 
or of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggra- 
vation or recurrence; and 


(ii) The minimum acceptable height for a candidate is 
157,5 eras. (157 cms. for the Navy) except in case of 
Gorkhas, Nepalese, Assamese and Gath walk candidates in 
(whose case the height may be reduced by 5.0 cms. The 
minimum height of Naval candidates from MANIPUR, 
ARUNACHAL PRADESH, MEGHALAYA, MTZORAM ana 
TRIPURA may also be reduced bv 5.0 cms. and 2 cms. in 
the cane of candidates from LACCADIVES, 


Note. — Relaxation of height up to 2.5 cms, (5 cms. for 
Ihc Navy) may be allowed where the Medical Board 
certifies that the candidate is likely to grow and come up 
to the required standard on completion of his training.

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(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weioht in relation to height and age. The correlation table 
is therefore only a guide and cannot be applied universally. 
A 10 per cent (± 6 kg. for the Navy) departure from the 
average weight given in the table is to be considered as with- 
in normal limits. There may nevertheless be some indivi- 
duals who according to the above standard may be over- 
weight but from the general build of the body are fit in 
every respect. The over-weight in such cases may be due to 
heavy bones and musculur development and not to obesity. 
Similarly for those who are under-weight the criteria should 
be the general build of the body and proportionate develop- 
ment rather than rigid adherence to the standards in the above 
table. 

(c) Chest . — -The chest should be well proportional and 
well developed with a minimum range of expansion of 5.0 
cuts. The candidate’s chest will be measured by making him 
stand erect with his feet together, and his aims raised over 
his head. The tape will be so adjusted round the chest that 
its upper edge touches the inferior angles of the shoulder blades 
behind, and its lower edge the upper part of the nipples in 
front. The arms will then be lowered to hang loosely by the 
side. Care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. The candi- 
date will then be directed to take a deep inspiration several 
times and the maximum and minimum expansions of the 
chest will be carefully noted. The minimum and maximum 
will then be recorded in cms. decimal fraction lower than 
0.5 centimetre will be ignored; 0,5 cm. will be recorded as 
such and 0,6 centimetre and above will be recorded as one. 

For Air Force — X Ray spine is also to be taken to ntle 
out any scoliosis. Scoliosis of more than 5° (by Cobb’s 
method) will be a cause for rejection for flying. 

Note. — F or Air Force and Navy, X-ray of chest is com- 
pulsory. 

4. Dental conditions. 

It should be ensured that a sufficient number of natural 
and sound teeth are present for efficient mastication; 

(a) A candidate must have a minimum of 14 dental points 
to be acceptable. In order lo assess the dental condition of 
an individual points are allotted as under for teeth in good 
apposition with corresponding teeth in the other jaw, 

(i) Central incisor, lateral incisor, canine, 1st and 2nd 
premolars and underdeveloped third molar — 1 point 
each. 

(ii) 1st and 2nd molar and fully developed third molar 
— 2 points each. 

When all 32 teeth are present, there will be a total count 
of 22 points. 

(b) The following teeth in good functional apposition must 
be present in each jaw; 

(i) any four of the six anteriors. 

(ii) any six of the ten posteriors. 

(c) candidates suffering from severe pyorrhoea will be 
rejected. Where the state of pyorrhoea is such that in the 
opinion of the dental officer, it can be cured without extrac- 
tion of teeth, the candidate may be accepted.

I. Before a candidate joins the Academy, the piuent or 
guardian will be required to sign :

of the training or where bodily inflrmitv or death 


lesults in the course of or as a result of a surgical 
operation performed upon or anaesthesia adminis- 
tered to him for the treatment of any injury received 
as aforesaid or otherwise. , 

(b) A bond to the effect that if for any reasons con- 
sidered within the control of the candidate he wishes 
to withdraw before the completion of the course or 
1 ails to accept a commission, if offered, he will be 
liable to refund the whole or such portion of the 
cost of tuition, food, clothing and pay and allow- 
ances received as may be decided upon by Govern- 
ment. 

2. The cost of training including accommodation, books, 
uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne by 
the Government. Parents or guardians of cadets will how- 
ever, be required to meet their pocket and other private 
expenses. Normally, these expenses arc not likely to exceed 
Ks. 40.00 p.m, 11 in any case a cadet’s parent or guardian 
is unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure 
financial assistance up to 40.00 pm. for the 1st and 2nd 
years, Rs. 45.00 p.m. for the 3rd year training at NDA and 
Rs, 55.00 pm. for further specialist training in Army/Navy/ 
Air Force Training Establishments may be granted by the 
Government, No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
income ot Rs. 450.00 p.m. or above would be eligible for 
the grant of the financial assistance. The immovable pro- 
perly and other assets and income from all sources are also 
taken into account for determining the eligibility for financial 
assistance. 

The parent/ guardian of a candidate desirous of having

(1) PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scholar- 
ship — This scholarship is granted to boys who belong to 
MAHARASHTRA AND KARNATAKA and whose parent's 
income is between Rs. 350.00 and 500.00 per month from 
all sources. The value of the scholarship is equal to the 
Government financial assistance.

National Defence Academy Kharakvasala and thereafter at 
the Indian Military Academy, Dchra Dun and the Air Force 
Flying College and Naval Academy Cochin where the cadets 
may be sent foi training on completion of their training at 
the National Defence Academy. The scholarships will, how- 
ever, be continued subject to making good progress at the 
above institutions. 

(4) ASSAM GOVERNMENT Scholarships, — Two scholar- 
ships will be awarded to the cadets from ASSAM. The value 
of each scholarship is Rs. 30.00 per mensem and is tenable 
for the duration of a cadet’s stay at the National Defence 
Academy. The scholarships will be awaided to the two best 
cadets from ASSAM without any reference to the income 
of their parents.

(6) KERALA GOVERNMENT Scholarship. — One merit 
scholarship of the value of Rs. 480/- per annum for the entire 
peiiod of (raining al NDA. will be awarded by the State 
Government of Kerala to a Cadet who is a domiciled resident 
of the Slate of KERALA and who secures the first position 
in the all India UPSC Entrance Examination to NDA irres- 
pective of the fact whether he has passed out from RIMC or 
from any of the Sainik Schools in India. The financial posi- 
tion of a Cadet’s father/guardian is not taken into conside- 
ration. 

(7) BIHAfU I AL MANDAKINI Prize.— This is a cash 
prize of Rs, 500,00 available for the best BENGALI boy in 
each Course of the Academy. Application forms are avail- 
able with the Commandant, National Defence Academy. 

(8) ORISSA GOVERNMENT Scholarships.— Three scho- 
larships, one for the Army, one for the Navy and the other 
for the Air Force of the value of Rs. 80.00 each per month 
will be awaided by the Government of Orissa to the cadets 
who are permanent residents of the State of ORISSA. Two 
of these scholarships will be awarded on the basis of merit- 
c urn-means of the cadets whose parent's or guardian’s income 
does not exceed Rs. 5,000 per annum and the other one will 
be given lo the best cadets irrespective of his parent’s or 
guardian’s income.

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Svliahus — Paper I. — Questions on English language will 
be designed to test candidate’s knowledge of English gram- 
mar, vocabulary, spellings and their power to understand and 
ability to discriminate between correct and incoirect usage of 
English Language. Questions on General Knowledge will 
be designed to test knowledge of cut lent events and of such 
mattcis of cvety day observation and experience in their scien- 
tific aspect as may be expected of an educated person who 
has not made a special study of any scientific subject. It 
will also include questions on Geography of India. Ques- 
tions in Paper 1 will be of “Objective Type". Paper II — (aj 
Essay (b) Precis-writing and drafting 

Only those candidates who attain a minimum standard in 
Paper T as may be fixed by the Commission in their discretion, 
will be eligible for evaluation of their answer books in 
Paper 11. 

Candidates arc allowed the option to answer Item (a) of 
Paper II viz- Essay, either in Hindi (in Devanagiri script) or 
in English. Questions in item (b) of Paper 11 must be 
answered in English only by all candidates. 

Only those candidates who attain a minimum standard, as 
may be fixed by the Commission in their discretion, in Part 
1 (Written Examination comprising Paper I and II) will be 
eligible to take the typewriting test mentioned in Part U be- 
low. 

Pail II — Typewriting Test : It will consist of two papers 
(1) Running Matter (2) Tabular Statement, each of 10 
minutes’ duration. Candidates arc allowed option to take 
the Test in Hindi (Devanagari script) or in English. 

Selection of Candidates : Only such candidates as qualify 
at the Typewuting Test af a speed of not less than 30 words 
per minute in English or not less than 25 words per minute 
in Hindi will be eligible for being recommended for appoint- 
ment. Candidates who qualify at the Typewriting Test, or 
are exempted from it in terms of Notification referred tO 
above, will be at ranged in order of merit as disclosed by 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate in Part f 
of the Examination; and in that order as many candidates 
as are found to be qualified in the Examination shall be 
recommended for appointment upto the number of unreserv- 
ed vacancies. ^ 

Provided that candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes/ 
Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of vacancies 
reserved for them cannot be filled on the basis of general 
standard, be recommended at relaxed standard to make up 
v’“ficiency in reserved quota, subject to fitness of such Candi- 
das for selection, irrespectiblc of their ranks in the order of 
merit 

10. Preferences for Services /Posts : A candidate may com- 
pete for any or all the three Groups X, Y and Z. Prefer- 
ences in respect of services /posts included in a Group will be 
invited by the Commission from candidates who become 
eligible to appear ut Typewriting Test. 

11. Submission of Applications and Closing .Date : 

Applications on plain paper (foolscap size), duly typed 

on one side and in double space and duly signed, giving 
following information together with prescribed fee, and 3 
copies of candidate’s recent photograph (passport size) must 
reach one of the offices of the Commission mentioned in 
table under paia 7 above, according to the Centre selected 
by the candidate, latest by 13t/i February, 1978 (27th Febiu- 
ary, 1978 from candidates residing abroad or in Andaman 
& Nicobar islands or in Lakshadweep). Applications receiv- 
ed after the closing date or not accompanied by fee or photo- 
graphs shall be rejected summarily. Fee once paid will not 
be refunded under uny circumstances. Candidates already in 
Government service may also apply directly but will be 
required to submit to the Commission a No Objection Certi- 
ficate if they are admitted to Typewriting Test. 

12. Acknowledgement of Application : The Commission 
will acknowledge receipt of every application. Candidates 
arc advised to send further correspondence, if any, only after 
they receive this acknowledgement quoting the reference 
number of the acknowledgement card, 

13. Admission Certificate for Examination : The Commis- 
sion will, in due course, issue Admission Certificate to every 


candidate admitted to the examination. If a candidate does 
not receive the Admission Ceilificatc at least a month before 
the actual date of examination, he should get in touch with 
the office of the Commission concerned immediately to secure 
the Admission Certificate. No candidate will be admitted to 
the examination without this ceitilicate. 

No TA will be paid by the Commission for appearing at 
the examination. 

For posts included in Gioup Y, the Commission will make 
efforts, as far as possible, to enable candidates from different 
regions to be absorbed in vacancies in the regions of their 
residence. However, the Commission reserve the right to re- 
commend a candidate for appointment in a region other than 
the one in which he normally resides m respect of the above 
group of posts.
